I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  tor  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1903.

This  gives  a birth  rate  of  22.8  per  1000  for 
the  estimated  population  of  32,150.  This  is  the 
lowest  birth  rate  recorded  during  the  last  eleven 
years. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the 
District  was  384,  giving  a gross  death  rate  of  11.9 
per  1000. 

Deaths  of  non-residents  occuring  in  Public 
Institutions  in  the  District  numbered  15.  Deaths 
of  residents  occuring  in  Public  Institutions  beyond 
the  district  numbered  23. 

The  corrected  death  rate -is  therefore  12.2 
per  1000. 


Zymotic  Diseases. — The  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases 
were  responsible  for  39  deaths.

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Folkestone  Urban  District.-  Table  IV. 

Causes  of,  and  Ages  at,  Death  during  Year  1903. 
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The  Zymotic  death  rate  for  these  years  is  as  folllows  : 
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Diarrhoea.— There  has  been  a marked  decrease  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  this  disease,  only  9 being 
registered,  of  these 

7 were  under  1 year  of  age. 

2 were  over  65  years  of  age. 

This  gives  a death  rate  for  Diarrhoea  of  •2  per  1000, 
that  for  England  and  Wales  being  *5  per  1000. 

I attribute  the  fall  in  the  death  rate  to  the  heavy 
rain  fall  which  occurred  in  the  3rd  quarter  of  the  year. 
Taking  the  rainfall  at  that  period,  for  the  years  1897 
to  1902  inclusive,  the  average  works  out  at  4-4  inches, 
the  average  number  of  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  for  those 
years  being  36. 

For  1903  the  rain-fall  for  the  3rd  quarter  was  10*7 
inches,  and  the  number  of  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  was  9. 


A similar  result  is  noticable  in  1896,  when  the  deaths 
from  Diarrhoea  were  also  9,  and  the  rain  fall  for  the  3rd 
quarter  was  1 1.4  inches. 

This  points  to  the  heavy  and  continuous  rain  having 
a beneficial  effect  by  washing  the  surface  of  streets  and 
backyards,  laying  the  dust  and  flushing  drains  and  sewer, 
and  not  least  to  the  effect  it  has  in  preventing  the  nuisance 
caused  by  flies,  for  this  summer  has  been  remarkable  for 
the  dimunition  in  the  number  of  these  pests,  very  few 
being  in  evidence  in  comparison  with  the  foregoing 
years. 

It  is  desirable  therefore  in  dry  summers  lib  frequently 
flush  sewers,  the  surfaces  of  streets,  alleys  and  courtyards, 
paying  attention  also  to  frequent  scavenging  both  street 
and  house  to  house,  for  it  is  during  these  months  that 
epidemic  Diarrhoea  is  most  prevalent. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  35  notifications  of  this  disease,  no 
deaths  were  registered  under  this  heading.

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The  disease  has  generally  been  of  a mild  type  as 
evidenced  by  the  absence  of  fatal  cases.  In  two  houses 
further  cases  occurred,  numbering  7 in  all,  shortly  after 
the  return  of  patients  who  had  been  isolated  at  the 
Sanatorium,  in  each  case  due  precaution  has  been  taken 
by  submitting  swabs  for  bacteriological  examination 
before  discharging  these  patients,  notwithstanding  this 
return  cases  occurred,  and  in  order  to  reduce  this  risk  as 
much  as  possible,  I recommend  that  no  child  should  be 
discharged  until  three  consecutive  negative  results  have 
been  obtained  from  bacteriological  analysis.  The  same 
applies  to  those  who  are  nursed  at  their  own  homes. 

As  it  is  a common  practice  to  allow  children  recently 
discharged  to  at  once  mix  with  the  rest  of  the  family  at 
home  and  even  to  sleep  in  the  same  bed  with  other 
children,  parpphlets,  a copy  of  which  I enclose,  are  sent 
to  each  parent  on  informing  them  that  their  child  is 
ready  for  removal. 

These  precautions  are  most  necessary,  from  the  fact 
that  the  Diptheritic  bacillus  is  liable  to  lurk  for  con- 
siderable periods  of  time  in  the  air  passages  at  the  back 
of  the  throat  and  nose.

TO  PARENTS,  GUARDIANS  & OTHERS. 

PRECAUTIONS  to  be  observed  for  two  weeks  at  least  after 
discharge  from  the  Folkestone  Sanitorium,  or  after  being  nursed 
at  home. 

I. — Parents  and  others  are  warned  against  allowing  recently 
discharged  patients  to  come  into  unnecessarily  intimate 
contact  with  others. 
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2.  — No  patient  should  be  allowed  to  sleep  in  the  same  bed 

with  another  child,  and  the  patient  should,  if  possible, 
occupy  a separate  bedroom. 

3.  — All  glasses,  cups,  spoons,  etc.,  used  by  the  patient  should 

be  kept  boiling  in  water  for  FIVE  MINUTES  before 
being  used  by  any  other  person.  Instead  of  handker- 
chiefs, rags  should  be  used,  and  at  once  burnt. 

4.  — Any  recently  discharged  patient,  who  complains  of  sore 

throat,  or  whose  nose  or  ears  discharge,  should  be  at 
once  isolated  and  placed  under  the  care  of  a medical 
man. 

5.  — Patients  recently  discharged  may  convey  infection  to 

other  members  of  the  household  by  kissing. 

6.  — No  patient  should  attend  any  school,  Sunday  school, 

church,  chapel,  or  other  place  of  public  meeting,  or  visit 
any  house  or  be  visited  for  three  weeks.

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The  outbreak  in  the  first  quarter  was  tracable  to 
infection  spread  from  unrecognised  and  mild  first  cases 
occuring  in  three  houses,  and  it  was  not  till  cases  of  a 
severe  type  had  arisen  that  medical  advice  was  sought,  the 
cases  notified,  and  the  original  cases,  that  were  the  cause, 
discovered  and  isolated  at  the  Sanatorium.  The  usual 
plea  “ they  thought  it  was  only  measles  ” was  forth- 
coming. All  fatal  cases  occurred  in  this  quarter. 
Isolation  and  strict  supervision  caused  a sensible  diminu- 
tion to  the  number  of  cases.  The  type  of  disease  also 
became  of  mild  form. 

It  will  be  noted  also  from  the  above  table  that  33 
out  of  the  34  cases  notified  in  the  1st  quarter  were 
removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  in  no  instance  could  I dis- 
cover that  any  subsequent  cases  could  be  classed  as  a 
“ return  case.”  This  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  theory 
held  by  some  that  isolation  in  an  infectious  hospital 
tends  to  intensify  the  type  of  this  disease  and  also  to  the 
liability  of  “ return  cases.” 

Typhoid  Fever1. — There  were  16  notifications  of  this  disease 
during  the  year,  two  cases  of  which  proved  fatal. 

With  the  exception  of  two  cases  notified  in  April, 
and  who  arrived  ill  with  the  disease  from  the  Continent, 
no  cases  occured  until  the  middle  of  July.  From  then 
till  the  middle  of  August,  11  notifications  were  received, 
two  of  which  were  also  imported. 

Of  the  nine  of  local  origin,  five  were  notified  between 
July  20th  and  August  5th  all  these  cases  were  supplied 
by  the  same  milkman.  On  July  22nd  suspecting  this 
milk  supply  I examined  the  premises  and  cowsheds  of 
the  milkman  and  found  a condition  of  things  that  was  not 
satisfactory,  the  rain  water  tank  from  which  he  derived 
his  water  supply  being  liable  to  contamination. 
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This  water  was  at  once  discontinued  and  the 
Folkestone  Water  Works  supply  substituted,  no  further 
cases  arose  in  this  milkman’s  round  after  August  5th. 

The  remaining  four  cases  occured  in  three  houses, 
two  coming  from  one  house,  the  sanitary  condition  of 
which  was  faulty. 

During  the  last  four  months  of  the  year  three  cases 
were  notified,  one  of  these  arrived  ill  from  the  Continent. 

It  is  a matter  of  regret  that  nearly  every  year  a 
certain  nnmber  of  cases  of  typhoid  are  traceable  to  con- 
taminated milk.  A strict  watch  is  kept  on  the  milk 
supply,  most  of  which  is  obtained  from  outside  the 
Borough  boundaries.  The  cowsheds  in  the  Borough  are 
regularly  inspected  and  the  milk  from  all  sources  is 
subjected  to  analysis.  The  evil  invariably  occurs  in  milk 
brought  in  from  the  country  district,  and  in  all  epidemics 
I have  investigated,  the  water  supply  has  always  been 
found  liable  to  serious  contamination.  These  supplies  are 
derived  from  rain  water  collected  in  tanks  which  have 
been  allowed  to  get  out  of  repair  and  frequently  the  pipes 
leading  from  the  buildings  to  the  tank  are  broken  or 
leaking,  and  until  dairymen  and  cowkeepers  realise  that 
a pure  water  supply  is  essential,  they  must  expect  to 
suffer  if  their  milk  comes  under  suspicion. 

Measles.— This  disease  appeared  in  epidemic  form  during 
the  first  half  of  the  year,  accounting  for  12  deaths.  In 
consequence  of  the  prevalence  among  school  children,  I 
advised  the  closure  of  all  infant’s  departments  of  the 
public  elementary  schools  for  a period  of  six  weeks  from 
March  9th  to  April  20th.  In  the  case  of  Christ  Church 
School  the  whole  of  that  school  was  closed.  The  disease 
rapidly  diminished  after  this,  only  a few  sporadic  cases 
occuring  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
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Whooping  Cough. — This  disease  was  very  prevalent 
throughout  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  caused  13 
deaths.  The  closure  of  the  schools  was  due  as  much 
to  this  complaint  as  to  Measles,  and  the  number  of 
cases  was  also  diminished  in  consequence  of  the  schools 
being  closed. 

The  mortality  from  the  above  diseases  is  a fairly 
constant  feature  in  the  zymotic  death  rate  and  caused 
twice  as  many  deaths  as  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 
together  during  the  last  nine  years. 

They  are  however  looked  upon  by  the  general  public 
as  trivial  diseases  that  all  children  have  to  go  through, 
Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  are  considered  as  much 
more  serious  complaints  and  proper  precautions  are  more 
generally  taken  to  prevent  other  members  of  the  family 
from  becoming  infected.  I think  notification  of  these 
latter  diseases  has  had  a most  beneficial  effect  in  this 
direction,  and  I cannot  but  think  the  notification  of 
measles  and  whooping  cough  would  tend  towards  the 
same  results,  if  adopted. 

Small  Pox. — No  cases  of  this  disease  have  occured  during 
the  year. 

As  a precautionary  measure  the  notification  of 
Chicken  Pox  was  continued,  and  was  in  force  until  the 
middle  of  August,  after  which  date  it  was  not  considered 
necessary  to  extend  the  period.  Forty-three  cases  of 
Chicken  Pox  were  notified  between  January  1st  and 
August  17th. 

Phthisis. — Under  the  heads  of  Phthisis  and  “ other  Tuber- 
cular diseases  ” 47  deaths  were  registered,  giving  a death 
rate  of  1-4  per  1000. 
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Means  Adopted  for  Prevention. — All  houses  in  which 
deaths  occurred,  or  from  which,  I am  advised,  patients 
suffering  from  this  disease  have  been  removed,  are  offered 
disinfection,  where  deemed  necessary,  and  the  occupiers 
are  advised  to  cleanse  and  re-paper  rooms  that  have  been 
occupied  by  the  patient.  Pamphlets  giving  instructions 
for  the  necessity  of  disinfection  being  left  at  each  house. 

I have  also  invited  all  medical  men  to  voluntarily  notify 
cases  of  Phthisis  occuring  in  their  practice,  in  order  that 
these  pamphlets  may  be  circulated  and  also  pamphlets 
re  precautions  to  be  adopted  by  the  patients  themselves. 

The  milk  supply  is  also  examined  and  55  samples 
have  been  submitted  for  bacteriological  analysis.  In 
consequence  of  the  unsatisfactory  analysis  of  two  samples 
I communicated  with  the  authorities  of  the  district  from 
which  the  milk  was  derived  and  action  was  taken,  and 
certain  cows  in  an  unhealthy  condition  were  removed 
from  the  herd. 

Mr.  Hogben  the  veterinary  surgeon,  also  drew  my 
attention  to  the  condition  of  some  cows  belonging  to 
a cow-keeper  in  your  district,  and  on  his  again  examining 
the  herd  these  animals  had  been  removed. 

Cancer. — The  deaths  returned  under  this  disease  numbered 
42,  giving  a death  rate  of  1-3  per  1000. 

Infant  Mortality. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  under 
one  year  of  age  was  84,  of  this  total  19  were  of  premature 
birth. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  114-2.  This  is  con- 
siderably below  the  average  for  the  10  year  period  which 
is  142  (vide  table  I).  Twenty  six  deaths  were  registered 
under  the  heading  “ all  other  causes  ” of  Table  IV.,  this 
heading  includes  many  deaths  from  obscure  gastric 
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disorders,  convulsions  and  marasmus,  all  which  are 
frequently  the  result  of  ignorance  and  carelessness  in 
feeding  young  infants.  It  cannot  be  impressed  too 
strongly  on  the  Public  that  the  natural  food  for  the  first 
nine  months  of  an  infants’  life  is  milk,  instead  of  which  it 
is  often  given  biscuits  or  some  other  farinaceous  food,  for 
the  digestion  of  which  the  stomach  is  quite  unprepared, 
the  consequent  is  stomach  disorders,  rickets,  and  possibly 
a premature  death.  Pamphlets  on  the  rational  feeding  of 
infants  should  be  freely  circulated. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes. — Two  houses  on  the 
Bayle  Steps  have  been  closed  as  unfit  for  human  habita- 
tion. In  the  case  of  n other  houses  representation  has 
been  made  stating  they  were  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
and  advising  they  be  closed. 

Bake  H ouses. — I have  inspected  all  the  bakehouses.  Of  the 
total  number  36,  eight  were  under  ground  bakehouses, 
five  of  these  have  been  permanently  closed,  as  they  were 
quite  unfit  for  carrying  on  the  baking  industry,  one  has 
been  granted  a certificate  after  having  carried  out  certain 
improvements.  The  remaining  two  have  been  replaced 
by  new  premises  built  above  ground. 

Removal  and  Disposal  of  House  Refuse.— This  work  is 
carried  out  by  the  Corporation.  The  Refuse,  house  and 
trade,  is  collected  in  covered  carts  from  all  premises  at 
least  three  time  a week,  and  from  the  busiest  parts  of  the 
Town  and  large  Hotels  more  frequently.  It  is  at  present 
carted  to  the  brickyard  in  rear  of  Park  Farm.  I am  glad 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Dust  Destructor  will  shortly 
be  an  accomplished  fact,  as  considerable  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  construction.  It  may  reasonably  be 
expected  to  be  in  operation  by  July.  The  Site,  which 
includes  space  for  storage  and  out-buildings,  covers  about 
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five  acres  and  is  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Town  about  iooo 
feet  due  East  of  the  Junction  Station.  It  is  equipped  with 
three  Horsfall  cells  with  room  for  extension  for  two  more 
as  necessity  arises.  There  is  an  engine  house,  a clinker 
house  with  necessary  machinery  for  crushing  clinkers,  also 
a large  shed  for  the  manufacture  of  concrete  blocks  for 
paving  foot  ways,  and  I am  informed  motor  power 
sufficient  to  light  the  Sanatorium  with  electric  light  will 
be  available. 

House  to  House  Inspection. — I have  made  a systematic 
inspection  of  the  houses  in  the  following  Streets,  with  the 
Inspector. 

Walton  Road. 

Garden  Road. 

Allendale  Street. 

Black  Bull  Road. 

Young’s  Road. 

Numerous  defects  found  to  arise  were  reported  and 
made  good,  and  the  Sanitary  conditions  of  this  district  is 
much  improved. 

Sewer1  and  Drainage  Works. — The  following  sewers  have 
been  examined  arid  found  defective  : 

Alexandra  Street. 

Bouverie  Road  West,  (Castle  Hill  Avenue  to  Earl’s 
Avenue  section.) 

Castle  Hill  Avenue,  (from  Shorncliffe  Road  to  Sand- 
gate  Road. 

Rossendale  Road. 

Black  Bull  Road. 

Walton  Road. 

All  these  require  relaying  and  a certain  sum  should  be 
allowed  annually  in  the  estimates  to  enable  these  and  other 
necessary  works  to  be  carried  out. 
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Nothing  has  yet  been  done  towards  remedying  the 
condition  of  the  sewer  outfall.  The  sand  continues  to  silt 
up  in  the  angle  by  the  Railway  Company’s  Work  shops, 
and  owing  to  the  slackness  of  the  tide,  the  sewage  is 
unable  to  get  away  as  formerly  before  the  pier  extension 
was  taken  in  hand.  I have  had  frequent  complaints  of 
the  accummulation  of  sewage  on  the  landing  stages 
especially  when  Southerly  and  Easterly  winds  have  been 
prevalent.  Either  of  two  methods  might  be  adopted  as  a 
means  of  preventing  this.  One,  by  extension  of  the 
present  outfall  to  a point  East  of  Copt  Point,  or  the  other 
by  treating  the  sewage  in  a sceptic  or  similar  tank,  before 
allowing  it  to  escape  into  the  sea.  The  latter  method 
appears  to  be  more  rational  and  I hope  you  will  seriously 
consider  the  matter  at  an  early  date. 

The  number  of  houses  redrained  this  year  is  170. 
The  necessity  arose  on  account  of  faulty  joints,  no  dis- 
connecting syphon  traps,  and  other  serious  defects. 

During  the  last  four  years  837  houses  have  been  thus 
redrained  which  points  to  an  improvement  in  the  Sanitary 
condition  of  the  Town.

Bye-laws  with  respect  to  new  streets  and  buildings 
allowed  in  1880. 

Bye-laws  with  respect  to  slaughter  houses,  allowed  in 
1858. 
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Bye-laws  with  respect  to  common  lodging  houses, 
allowed  in  1889. 

During  last  year. 

A Bye-law  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment 
Act,  1890. 

Bye-laws  with  respect  to  slaughter  houses  which  were 
defective  and  antiquated  ; 

were  submitted  and  approved,  and  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
Town  Clerk. 

Regulations  under  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  Order> 
1885,  .and  Bye-laws  with  respect  to  new  streets  and 
buildings, 

have  also  been  approved  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  put  them 
into  force. 

Water  Supply. — With  the  exception  of  two  wells  supplying 
some  20  houses,  the  whole  town  is  furnished  with  a 
constant  supply  from  the  Folkestone  Water  Works 
Company,  which  derives  its  supply  mainly  from  a deep 
well  in  the  chalk,  situated  at  Standen,  in  the  Alkham 
Valley.  This  well  yields  800,000  gallons  per  diem.  There 
is  also  a deep  well  tapping  the  lower  green  sand  at  the 
Shearway  works,  which  yields  500,000  gallons  per  diem 
and  a further  314,000  gallons  are  collected  from  a tunnel 
in  the  chalk  hill  behind  the  reservoirs. 

A third  deep  well  exists  in  the  chalk  formation  at 
Lydden,  the  yield  from  which  is  estimated  will  be  1,000,000 
gallons  per  diem.  So  far  this  well  has  not  been  drawn 
upon  but  the  pipes  are  ready  laid  for  future  use. 

The  capacity  of  all  the  reservoirs,  which  are  concreted 
throughout,  is  20,000,000  gallons.  The  quality  of  the 
water  maintains  its  standard  of  purity,  and  I have  received 
no  complaints  either  as  regards  its  quality  or  quantity. 
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I enclose  copies  of  the  latest  chemical  and  bacter- 
ialogical  analysis  made  by  Mr.  Sidney  Harvey  the 
Borough  Analyst. 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  measured  at  the  Water 
Works  was  37-81  inches.

Bacteriological  Examination  of  the  Public  Water 
Supply,  Folkestone. 

I herewith  forward  the  results  of  my  examination  of  a 
sample  of  water  received  from  Dr.  M.  G.  Yunge-Bateman,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  on  the  morning  of  the  25th 
November,  to  which  sample  was  labelled  as  follows:- — “ No.  2. 
November  24th,  1903,  1 p.m.  Tap  off  Main,  15  Castle  Hill 
Avenue.” 

I have  submitted  the  water  to  careful  Bacteriological 
Examination  and  find  that  the  character  of  the  water  as 
judged  by  these  means  is  quite  satisfactory. 

I obtained  after  three  days  incubation,  no  micro- 
organisms per  cubic  centimetre,  of  which  nearly  ninety  per 
cent  formed  very  minute  colonies,  which  never  developed  in 
size.  The  micro-organisms  were,  moreover  all  of  similar 
character  and  such  as  are  ordinarily  observed  in  the  purest 
public  supplies  and  I am  satisfied  that  they  cannot  be  regarded 
with  the  least  suspicion. 

Careful  search  was  made  for  pathogenic  organisms  with 
absolutely  negative  results.

All  cases  where  necessary  have  been  at  once  removed, 
and  the  houses  from  which  they  came  disinfected. 

Four  children  admitted  for  Diphtheria  subsequently 
contracted  Scarlet  Fever,  infection  having  been  intro- 
duced into  the  diphtheria  block  by  a diphtheria  patient 
who  was  suffering  from  a mild  unrecognised  form  of 
Scarlet  Fever. 

One  Scarlet  Fever  patient  contracted  diphtheria.

To  His  Worship  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  Borough  of  Folkestone. 

Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  to  you  my  Fourteenth 
Annual  Report,  for  the  year  ending,  December  31st, 
1903,  shewing  the  summary  of  the  work  carried  out 
by  my  Department,  in  the  abatement  and  suppres- 
sion of  nuisances,  and  other  duties  imposed  by  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  ant'  °ther  amending 
statutes. 

A systematic  house  to  house  Inspection  has 
been  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical 
Officer,  in  certain  streets  where  he  deemed  such  an 
inspection  necessary,  and  prompt  measures  were 
taken  to  abate  the  nuisances,  and  remedy  the 
sanitary  defects  discovered. 

During  the  past  year  the  Sanitary  Com- 
mittee have  passed  a resolution  ordering  me  not  to 
report  nuisances  or  sanitary  defects  to  them, 
except  in  cases  where  I am  not  able  to  get  the 
nuisances  abated  by  personal  interview,  letter  or 
intimation  notice.  By  this  alteration  of  system 
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you  will  see,  that  although  there  are  not  so  many 
nuisances  reported,  the  result  of  personal  interview, 
letters  and  intimation  notices,  has  resulted  in  a 
large  amount  of  sanitary  improvements  being 
effected. 

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  take  legal 
proceedings  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances. 

718  separate  nuisances  or  sanitary  defects 
have  been  discovered  during  the  past  year,  of  these 
616  were  abated,  leaving  102  still  under  observa- 
tion, these  will  soon  be  remedied,  as  at  this  date  a 
large  amount  of  sanitary  work  is  in  hand.  These 
nuisances  involved  the  preparation  of  811  notices, 
and  the  actual  service  of  621.  It  was  necessary  to 
make  520  primary  inspections,  and  1245  secondary 
inspections  of  the  sanitary  work  in  progress,  to 
ensure  that  the  work  was  properly  carried  out.  The 
number  of  nuisances  discovered  is  more  than  in  the 
past  year,  but  the  majority  of  them  were  of  a minor 
character. 

During  the  year  80  houses  have  been 
separately  and  totally  redrained,  and  the  drains 
tested  by  water  test  on  completion,  and  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  a gradual 
improvement  in  the  standard  of  the  sanitary  work 
carried  out. 
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Ninety  houses. have  been  redrained  on  the 
combined  system,  making  a total  of  170  houses 
redrained.  In  all  cases  of  combined  drainage,  the 
work  has  been  carried  out  under  section  41  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  section  19  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890.  The 
expenses  incurred  by  the  Corporation  in  recon- 
structing these  drains  has  been  recovered  from  the 
respective  owners,  where  the  owners  did  not  carry 
out  the  work  themselves.  In  only  one  case  was  it 
necessary  to  take  County  Court  proceedings  to 
recover  the  money,  and  in  this  case  the  County 
Court  Judge  gave  the  case  in  favour  of  the  Corpora- 
tion. The  houses  redrained  on  the  combined 
system  were  as  follows  Nos.  1,2 ,3,  4,  5,  and  8, 
Clifton  Mews,  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  and  6,  Royal 
Clifton  Mews,  and  23a,  Bouverie  Road  West. 
Nos.  1 to  35  (inclusive)  St.  Michael’s  Street.  Nos. 
1 to  10  (inclusive)  St.  Eanswythe’s  Terrace  and 
Nos.  12  and  14  Shellons  Street.  Nos.  9,  n,  13, 
and  15,  Park  Street,  75  Black  Bull  Road,  50  and 
52,  Foord  Road,  32  to  44  (inclusive)  Bouverie 
Square,  48  to  58  (inclusive)  St.  John’s  Street,  58 
and  60  Bouverie  Road  West,  4,  6,  8,  and  8a,  Little 
Fenchurch  Street,  and  14  and  16,  Great  Fenchurch 
Street,  71,  73,  79,  81,  83,  85,  87,  89,  93,  and  95, 
Dover  Road.  Where  the  drains  were  subsequently 
discovered  to  be  single  drains,  they  were  dealt 
with  under  section  41. 
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I have  regularly  inspected  the  sanitary 
conveniences  of  the  Public  Elementary  Schools, 
which  I have  found  kept  in  good  and  cleanly  con- 
dition, except  at  St.  Peter’s  Schools,  where  the 
drain  was  found  blocked  on  two  occasion.  In 
addition  to  these  inspections  in  company  with  the 
Borough  Surveyor,  I made  a special  inspection  and 
report  of  the  various  schools  before  they  were  taken 
over  by  the  Education  Committee,  which  has 
resulted  in  a further  improvement  in  the  ventilation, 
school  yard  paving,  etc.,  of  these  schools. 

One  of  the  chief  causes  of  nuisances,  other 
than  drain  defects,  is  due  to  the  keeping  of  fowls 
and  rabbits  in  the  limited  yard  areas  of  the  smaller 
class  houses.  These  are  usually  kept  in  wooden 
erections  which  encroaches  on  the  air  space,  pro- 
vided under  the  Building  Bye-laws,  and  vegetable 
and  other  refuse  for  the  animals  food  is  thrown  on 
the  unpaved  portion  of  the  yards,  and  thus  becomes 
very  offensive.  A stringent  bye-law  is  necessary  to 
prevent  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings,  and  of 
animals  and  fowls  being  kept  in  close  proximity  to 
the  dwellings 

There  are  a number  of  piggeries  on  the  out- 
skirts of  the  town,  which  I am  glad  to  say  are 
diminishing  in  number,  which  require  constant 
inspection,  and  these  have  been  kept  in  a fairly 
clean  condition  during  the  past  year. 
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Stables,  Mews,  etc. 

The  Stables  and  Mews  have  been  regularly  inspected, 
so  as  to  ensure  the  removal  of  all  dung  and  other  offensive 
matters.  In  Ingles  Mews  I found  that  there  was  no  sanitary 
convenience  provided  for  the  large  number  of  men  employed 
there.  This  was  provided  on  a letter  being  written  to  the 
owner.  In  another  stable  in  Ingles  Mews  the  dung  pit  and 
stable  yard  paving  were  found  in  a very  bad  and  insanitary 
condition.  In  the  Marine  Parade  Stables,  a new  W.C  and 
dung-pit  was  provided.  On  account  of  an  outbreak  of  glanders 
which  necessitated  the  slaughter  of  three  horses,  which  had  to 
be  buried  in  quick  lime,  it  was  necessary  to  thoroughly  dis- 
infect the  respective  stables,  all  the  wooden  fittings  were  taken 
out  and  burnt,  together  with  all  the  harness.  The  floors  and 
walls  of  the  stables  were  cleansed  with  hot  lime  and  disinfec- 
tants. A serious  nuisance  connected  with  the  removal  of  dung, 
is  caused  by  the  farmers  men  overloading  their  carts,  and 
neglecting  to  have  the  dung  bound  on  to  the  cart  by  a proper 
sheet,  thus  after  the  streets  have  been  cleanly  swept  by  the 
Corporation  sweepers,  these  carts  pass  along  and  the  streets 
soon  become  littered  with  dung.  I reported  one  person  guilty 
of  this  offence  to  the  Committee,  and  recommended  a prosecu- 
tion, but  the  Committee  ordered  a written  caution  to  be  gi'’en, 
which  was  done.  A regular  house  to  house  inspection  has 
been  made  to  those  houses  which  are  built  over  Mews,  and 
these  have  been  considerably  improved  during  the  past  year.  I 
have  served  fourteen  notices  for  the  removal  of  accumulations 
of  dung.  These  have  been  promptly  complied  with,  except  in 
a few  instances  during  harvest  time,  when  the  farmers  could 
not  remove  it  as  promptly  as  at  other  times. 

Public  Baths. 

The  number  of  male  bathers  at  the  Public  Baths  during 
the  past  year,  shews  a$  decrease,  but  the  number  of  female 
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bathers,  shews  an  increase.  The  new  hot  water  system  has 
been  completed,  and  has  given  every  satisfaction,  and  there  has 
been  no  scarcity  of  hot  water  even  during  times  of  great 
pressure.  I consider  the  Committee  ought  to  take  steps  for 
improving  the  water  supply  at  the  Baths,  by  putting  in  a 
■deeper  and  a larger  tube  to  the  well  at  the  Public  Baths. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

The  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops  in  the  Borough 
have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  during  the  year  four 
additional  purveyors  of  milk  have  been  added  to  the  register. 
The  four  cowsheds  in  the  Borough  are  regularly  limewashed, 
and  are  not  overcrowded,  there  being  over  800  cubic  feet  of 
space  for  each  cow.  The  cows  in  the  various  cowsheds  were 
also  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  a healthy  condition.  In  the 
case  of  one  cowshed,  it  was  necessary  to  request  the  owner  to 
repair  the  cowshed  paving,  and  I received  complaints  of  offen- 
sive smells  from  the  same  cowshed,  which  I found  to  be  due  to 
an  excessive  accumulation  of  dung,  and  it  being  removed  when 
*he  wind  was  blowing  in  the  direction  of  the  adjoining  houses. 
As  directed  by  the  Committee  and  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  I took  fifty-five  samples  of  milk  from  the  various 
sources  of  supply,  on  entering  the  Borough,  and  sent  them  to 
the  Clinical  Research  Association  for  examination  for  tubercle 
bacilli.  I believe  all  the  samples  were  found  satisfactory,  the 
result  of  these  will  be  reported  on  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes. 

During  the  past  year  joint  representations  have  been 
made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself,  under 
section  32  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890, 
representing  that  eleven  houses  in  the  Borough  were  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  and  recommending  that  Closing  Orders  be 
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obtained.  The  necessary  proceedings  to  obtain  this  object  are 
not  yet  completed.  In  addition  to  these  representations,  two 
houses  on  the  Bayle  Steps  have  been  closed  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  on  notice. 


Infectious  Disease. 

During  the  past  year  102  cases  of  infectious  disease 
have  been  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  for  treatment.  Of 
these  97  belonged  to  Folkestone,  four  from  Sandgate,  and  one 
from  Shorncliffe  Camp.  There  have  been  five  deaths  in  the 
Sanitorium  during  the  year,  three  from  Scarlet  Fever  from 
Folkestone,  one  Typhoid  Fever  from  Folkestone,  and  one 
Typhoid  from  Shorncliffe  Camp. 

During  the  past  year,  fourteen  houses  have  been  dis- 
infected where  cases  of  phthisis  occurred. 

Seventy  loads  of  bedding,  representing  1304  articles, 
have  been  disinfected  in  the  steam  disinfecting  apparatus  at 
the  Sanatorium. 

Food  Inspection. 

During  the  past  year  the  Fishmongers,  Fruiterers, 
Shops,  Stalls  and  Barrows  have  been  regularly  inspected,  also 
Butchers’  Shops  and  Slaughterhouses,  and  other  places  where 
food  was  made  or  sold.  On  January  5th  I inspected  and  con- 
demned 3olbs.  of  tripe ; on  July  13th  3ilbs.  of  chickens;  on 
November  2nd  17  kidneys  weighing  i5lbs.,  and  on  December 
4th  one  carcase  of  beef.  These  inspections  were  made  on  the 
request  of  the  respective  owners,  and  were  destroyed  by  their 
consent.  On  October  31st  I seized  a hind  quarter  of  a beast^ 
which  was  desposited  for  purpose  of  sale  and  was  diseased  and 
unfit  for  the  food  of  man.  Proceedings  were  taken  against 
the  owner,  who  was  convicted  and  fined  £10  and  £\  14s.  fid. 
costs.  On  April  24th  I inspected  iSglbs.  of  beef  which  was 
destroyed  by  the  owners  consent. 
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Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  seven  slaughter  houses  in  the  Borough,  and 
these  have  been  regularly  inspected  at  various  times  so  as  to 
ensure  cleanliness  and  the  prompt  removal  of  all  offal.  Special 
visits  were  also  made  as  far  as  possible,  during  killing  hours, 
so  as  to  inspect  the  carcase  and  viscera  of  the  carcases 
slaughtered  therein. 

The  yearly  license  to  the  only  licensed  slaughter  house 
in  the  Borough,  has  again  been  renewed. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  four  common  Lodging  Houses  in  the 
Borough  at  the  present  time,  and  these  are  regularly  inspected 
to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Bye-laws.  One  of  these  which 
was  also  licensed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  has  been 
dealt  with  by  the  licensing  bench  and  the  liquor  license  taken 
away.  There  have  been  two  changes  during  ;he  past  year  in 
the  common  lodging  house  register  as  keepers  of  common 
lodging  houses.  In  two  further  instances  where  common 
lodging  houses  are  registered,  which  are  also  licensed  for  the 
sale  of  liquor,  the  licensing  bench  ordered  separate  bedrooms- 
to  be  provided  for  the  lodgers,  and  the  separation  of  the 
common  lodging  house  part  from  the  bar. 

Port  Sanitary  Authority. 

During  the  past  year  I have  inspected  136  vessels- 
arriving  in  the  Port  from  English  Ports,  chiefly  coal-laden 
vessels  from  Hartlepool,  Sunderland  and  the  Tyne.  I have 
also  made  28  inspections  of  vessels  arriving  from  foreign 
ports,  chiefly  the  channel  boats.  No  infectious  disease  was 
introduced  into  the  Borough  by  shipping,  but  the  mate  of  a 
channel  steamer  developed  Scarlet  Fever,  and  as  he  had  been 
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using  various  parts  of  the  ship  it  was  deemed  advisable  by  the 
Medical  Officer  to  disinfect  the  bunks  and  forecastle,  and  this 
was  done. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

During  the  past  year  I have  purchased  107  samples  of 
food  and  have  submitted  the  same  to  the  public  analyst  for 
analysis.  Of  these  six  samples  were  adulterated,  being  four 
samples  of  milk  and  two  samples  pf  butter.  I submit  in  table 
form  the  periods  when  the  samples  were  taken,  and  the  result 
of  the  analysis,  and  the  result  of  the  proceedings.  The  per- 
centage adulteration  is  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  being 
5’b  against  6.66.  Of  the  milk  samples  taken  7*8  were 
adulterated  by  added  water  or  deficiency  of  cream,  but  in- 
cluding those  adulterated  with  Boracic  Acid,  the  percentage  is 
increased  to  31.25. 


Bakehouses. 

The  thirty-six  bakehouses  in  the  district  have  been 
regularly  inspected  during  the  past  year,  and  have  been 
generally  kept  in  a clean  condition.  The  underground  bake' 
houses,  eight  in  number,  which  were  reported  to  you  two 
years  ago  as  being  unfit  for  their  purpose,  have  deen  dealt 
with  during  the  past  year.  Five  of  these  have  been  per- 
manently closed ; two  new  bakehouses  have  been  erected 
above  ground  ; one  underground  bakehouse  has  been  rendered 
fit  for  its  purpose,  so  that  a certificate  ,can  be  granted  and  one 
is  in  progress  of  being  rendered  fit.  In  two  cases  it  was 
necessary  to  serve  notice  to  limewash  the  walls  and  ceilings. 
I have  also  inspected  the  restaurants  and  kitchens,  and  found 
them  kept  in  a cleanly  state  with  one  exception. 

Sanitary  Certificates. 

During  the  year  147  sanitary  certificates  have  been 
granted  or  renewed.  There  has  been  great  improvement  in 
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recent  years  in  the  standard  of  sanitation  necessary  to  obtain 
this  certificate,  and  it  is  now  stated  on  the  certificate  whether 
the  smoke  or  water  test  has  been  applied,  so  that  the  persons 
applying  for  the  same  can  attach  their  own  value.  Personally 
I am  in  favour  of  the  water  test  being  applied  to  all  house 
drains  where  a certificate  is  applied  for,  but  I have  been 
instructed  by  the  Committee,  to  grant  certificates  to  the  older 
houses,  where  they  are  found  satisfactory,  on  the  application  of 
the  smoke  test.  About  75%  of  the  certificates  granted  were 
renewals. 


Factories  and  Workshops. 

The  work  of  inspection  under  the  Factories  and  Work- 
shops Act,  1901,  has  greatly  increased  the  work  of  my  depart- 
ment. The  Factory  and  Workshops  Register  has  been  revised 
and  a number  of  new  Workrooms  have  been  added  so  that  we 
have  now  registered  19  Factories,  203  Workshops,  and  55 
domestic  workshops  or  outworkers.  In  one  instance  at  the 
Aerated  Waterworks  in  Dover  Road,  the  premises  were  found 
to  be  without  sanitary  conveniences,  and  this  has  been  remedied 
by  the  provision  of  proper  W.C.  and  water  supply.  At  a work- 
shop in  Garden  Road,  the  W.C.  was  found  in  a foul  condition 
and  without  water  supply.  The  W.C.  has  been  cleaned  and 
water  supplied  to  the  W.C.  On  Ironmonger’s  premises,  at  13 
and  86,  Tontine  Street  respectively,  the  W.C’s.  were  found  in 
dirty  condition  with  inadequate  flush,  and  these  were  cleansed 
and  additional  flush  provided.  At  Printer’s  workshop  55 
Tontine  Street,  the  Avails  were  found  to  be  in  a very  damp 
condition  caused  by  defective  gutters.  New  guttering  Avas  put 
up.  At  plumber’s  and  carpenter’s  workshop,  49  Brockman 
Road,  the  walls  were  found  in  dirty  condition,  these  were 
cleansed,  and  the  floor  of  the  plumber’s  workshop  was  defective, 
and  the  W’.C.  basin  in  a foul  condition.  These  nuisances  Avere 
promptly  abated  on  notice,  the  inspection  of  the  outworkers 
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premises  have  entailed  a considerable  addition  to  the  work  of 
my  Department. 

On  behalf  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  I gave* 
notice  to  His  Majesty’s  Inspector  of  Factories,  that  in  four 
cases  I had  found  women  or  young  persons  employed  without 
an  Abstract  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop’s  Act,  being  posted 
up  in  the  room,
